Poison Ivy 


Despite improvements in 
prevention ind treatment, 
there no good alternative 
to giving poison ivy, poison 
oak and poison sumac as wide 
a berth as possible. 

This is the prime season of 
the year for cases of blistered 
ind swollen ski rom contact 
With the irritating plants, Un- 
fortunately, you n't even 
have to touch them directly, 
You can get it from touching 
1 dog that has brushed against 
the plants or even from walk- 
ing through the smoke of a 
burning pile of brush that con- 
tains them, 

Susceptibility varies from 
person to person and from 
time to time. Apparently no 
one has permanent immunity 
and there is no way to confer 
it. Some persons are able to 
touch the plant safely at will-- 
and then do the same thing six 
months later and come down 
with a violent, disabling re- 
action, 

Desensitization “shots” are 
. available but they do not make 
the individual immune, At best, 
they decrease sensitivity to 
the plant but seldom if everto 
the point where the person can 
contact it in safety. 

If you have been exposed to 
one of the “contact” poison 
plants, wash copiously with a 
mild soap and hot water and 
thoroughly wash clothing that 
may have touched them, Then, 
if the contact was other than 
with the face, the area of the 
skin could be wiped with rub- 
bing alcohol, 

If blistering and swelling 
begins to occur despite your 
precautions, calamine lotion 
can help allay the itching, If 
the blisters and swelling be- 
come severe or involve the 
face or other sensitive areas, 
it is best to see your physi- 
Cian who may prescribe cer- 
tain drugs that are available 
only with a prescription, One 
danger is that the irritated 
skin is especially susceptible 
to infection, 

There are dozens of patent 
medicine and home remedies 
for poison ivy and similar 
conditions but none of them are 
very effective, About the best 
that can be hoped for is a re- 

duction in the itching so that 
Scratching does not spread the 
blisters and cause infections,

Parents Know the Drug Threat 
The Child You Save May Be Your Own 


A MESSAGE FROM 
JACK BRUNSON, MAYOR 
City of Elba, Alabama 


Most of us like to think that the drug threat is a 
problem in some far off big city, but the fact is that we” 
have a drug threat in our City and County today. For this 
reason | obtained a series of articles for publication in an 


effort to communicate with as many parents as possible. 


This series, as the title implies, will be to give all par 
ents in our community some of the latest information on 


drug abuse. 


Today's Subject: Marijuana—The “Innocent'' Drug 


Marijuana is probably the best known drug to most parents, 
because for years we have been hearing about it. Marijuana 
has long been in use in what we now term minority groups, 
but now it has spread across the land like cancer. Its manu- 
facture and distribution is, of course, prohibited by law except 
for approved research purposes. 

Marijuana is the dried flowering or fruiting top of the plant 
Cannabis Sativa, L., commonly called Indian Hemp. Usually 
it looks like fine, green tobacco. It is smoked in pipes or cigar- 
ette form. Hashish, also a preparation from Cannabis, is taken 
orally in many forms, and infrequently it is made into candy, 
sniffed in powder form, mixed with honey for drinking or with 
butter td spread on bread. The primary effect is a feeling of 
great perceptiveness and pleasure and an exaggerated sense 
of ability, resulting from even small doses. Erratic behavior, 
loss of memory, distortion of time and spatial perceptions, and 
hilarity without apparent cause occur, There is a marked un- 
predictability of effect. 

Of course, these reactions are usual in the user of alcohol, 
too, but with the drug user there is no alcoholic breath odor. 
Breath odor though is most always unpleasant. 

Because of the visions and exhilaration which result from 
the use of Marijuana, abusers may lose all restraint and act in 
a manner dangerous to themselves and others, User is usually 
accident prone because of his time and space sense upheaval, 
Dependence leads to anti-social behavior and could be the fore- 
runner to use of other, far more deadly drugs. 3

By the millions, and rightfully so, parents are more and 
more voneverned or even panicked about drug use, Most disturb- 
Ing is that drugs, especially Marijuana, are becoming popular 
even among junior high and high school students. One 37-year- 
old father said in a recent interview, “My seven-year-old daugh- 
ter can spell Marijuana. I never heard of it until I was in col- 
lege.” 

On and near by high school and college yrounds, raids and 
arrests for possessiva of Marijuana and other drugs are increas- 
ing across the country. Simple possession of Marijuana is a 
felony -- rightly or wrougly that can be punished by jail 
terms of 2 to 10 years or more, Drug use is, without doubt, 
becoming a way of life for some young people -- and, for an 
untold but large, if not larger number of adults also.

BE IT ORDAINi D BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF ELBA 
ALABAMA AS FOLLOWS: 


THAT THE “ZONING ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF ELBA, ALABAMA’ 
ADOPTED IN DECEMBER, 1956, ASSUBSEQUENTLY AMENDED, FROM TIME 
0 TIME, IS HEREBY AMENDED TO READ AS FOLLOWS; 


AN_ ORDINANCE, IN PURSUANCE OF THE AUTHORITY GRANTED BY 
TITLE 37, CHAPTER 16, ARTICLES 1 AND 2, SECTIONS 772 TO 785 INCLU- 
SIVE, CODE OF ALABAMA 1940, (RECOMPILED 1958) TO PROVIDE FOR 
THE ESTABLIFHMENT OF DISTRICTS WITHIN THE CORPORATE LIMITS 
OF THE CITY OF ELBA, TO REGULATE WITHIN SUCH DISTRICTS, THE 
HEIGHT, NUMBER OF STORIES, AND SIZE OF BUILDINGS AND OTHER

determining whether the provisions of this ordinance are being observed. 

if the proposed excavation, construction, m or alteration as set 
forth in the application, are in conformity with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, the building tnspector of the city shall issue a building permit accord- 
ingly.

Parents Know the Drug Threat | 


The Child You Save May Be Your Own 


A MESSAGE FROM 
JACK BRUNSON, MAYOR 
City of Elba, Alabama 


Most of us like to think that the drug threat is a 
problem in some far off big city, but the fact is that we 
have a drug threat in our City and County today. For this 
reason | obtained a series of articles for publication in an 
effort to Communicate with as many parents as pussible. 
This series, as the title implies, will be to give all par- 
ents in our community some of the latest information on 


drug abuse. 


Today's Subject: Some Other Drugs 
Most Commonly Abused 


Today we will go_over some of the drugs most commonly 
used and abused so we will all be familiar with terms and types 
for later discussion. 

ORAL AMPHETAMINES: These are stimulants. On the 
street they are referred to as “Bennies,”’ “‘Whites’’ (round and 
white). Also in this category are “Dexies’’ (green and white 
capsules) and ‘Hearts’ (green, heart-shaped tablets). These are 
what are commonly called “pep pills’ or diet pills. Taken 
orally, Amphetamines stimulate the central nervour system, 
the brain and spinal column. Users, under the influer.ce of these 
drugs, will usually be argumentative, overactive, unusually 
talkative, generally unable to eat much, unable to sleep, and 
show a marked release of inhibitions. (It is not unusual for one 
under the influence of these drugs to suddenly remove his 
clothing for no reason.) 

Users usually demonstrate mental confusion, unpredictable. 
and irrational behavior, even violent behavior may result, Use 
is biologically harmful too because it destroys body reserves 
and makes the user extremely vulnerable to disease. These 
are illegally available on the ‘street market’ (about 8-10 for $1) 
yet many youngsters obtain oral Amphetamines from the home 
medicine chest (parents’ pep or diet pills). 

Note: Most ‘‘street market” (black market) Amphetamines 
are made by illegal laboratories, often by experimenting ama- 
teurs, using imbalanced chemicals in unsterile surroundings. 

INJECTED METHAMPHETAMINES: These are referred 
to, among other terms, as ‘‘Speed’’ or ‘‘Meth”’ and are far more 
potent, faster acting and, of course, extremely harmful. Users 
on injected (intravenously) Methamphetamines are usually ex- 
tremely confused, very unpredictable and irrational. Violent 
behavior is common and toxic psychosis (sick and insane) may 
result. Sometimes users get on a “Speed” or ‘Meth’ run. A 
“run” is an intravenous injection as often as every 4 hours for 
3 to 6 days, with no eating and no sleeping. During these per- 
iods the user is extremely overstimulated and out of control, 
or in terms of the street he is ‘“‘strung-out” or “‘up-tight.”” And 
he will show acute signs of paranoia — he sometimes collects 
weapons because he is convinced that people are plotting his 
death. On occasion a user gets the feeling he must “kill or be 
killed.” A zoom lens effect of the eyes (like a camera zoom 
lens) makes the,user even more paranoid because objects and 
people loom up before him, disappear and alarmingly reappear. 

When injections are stopped after a ‘‘run,’’ the user ‘‘crash- 
es'’ — this means he goes into a period of hallucinations and 
deep sleep coma lasting from 18 to 48 hours. He awakens fam- 
ished, eats huge amounts of food, particularly sweets and 
liquids. He is extremely fatigued, very suspectible to disease 
and deeply depressed. At this point, many users will take an 
oral Amphetamine to get going again. 

“Speed” is available on the “street market’ in papers, a 
small paper package, at about $3 to $5. It sells for about $100 
an ounce. Speed aggravates any heart condition and can cause 
strokes in suspectible people. It is toxic to any healthy heart 
and also to the blood vessels as it increases heart rates, blood 
pressure and can cause shock and death! 

Another powerful stimulant is Cocaine. Its effects on the 
body and mind may even exceed those of Speed. Cocaine, an 
extremely hazardous drug, is being imported in increasing vol- 
ume from South America and Cuba and is being used at alarm- 
ing rates by young people. (A gram costs $40 to $50 and makes 
10 capsules.)

Holiday In Alabama 


“Safe driving paid off 
in big dividends for Ala- 
bama motorists during the 
Fourth of July weekend,” 
Colonel Walter L. Allen, 
Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, said

In the seventy-eight- 
hour period, beginning Fri- 
day at 6:00 p.m, and end- 
ing on Monday at Midnight, 
only four persons lost their 
lives on the rural highways 
of Alabama, Last year, 16 
were killed during the 
Fourth of July weekend, ac- 
cording to Public Safety re- 
cords, 

Public Safety records 
further indicate an overall 
reduction in traffic fatali- 
ties for the first six months 
of this year, So far, 392 
deaths have been reported, 
while 418 had been repor- 
ed for the same time last 
year, 

“It is rewarding to see 
this reduction in deaths,” 
Director Allen said, ‘‘and 
I feel that it has been 
brought about by each user 
of our highways obeying 
the traffic laws, signs and 
signals, If we bearinmind 
at all times that traffic 
laws were made for our 
protection and maintain a 
good attitude, we will seea 
reduction in traffic fata- 
lities at the end of the 
year,”’
